Before the latest additions to the

' Atlanta with only $5,000 a year more 
business. Now this rather lop-sided 
lead has been materially cut down, 
Kiving the northwestern metropolis 
only eighty-three more clerks than 
Atlanta, always providing, of course, 
ehe hasn't gotten more since the last 
report was made, which she very 
probably has. 

“However, we're coming,” said .an 
Atlantan, on hearing the news, “and 
if the cityil just stop growing for 
about five’ years and Postmaster Mc- 
dcee keeps on asking and getting men, 
and he'll let his requests double in 
number each time, we'll get there’ 
after a while. To be sure, four isn’t 
many, but it’s more than one, and it 
Might be worse. For we might be 
Betting bigger faster than we are, and 
Mr. McKee might be asking for two 
men instead of four.”

Able Statement Given Qut By 
the Lawyers’ Committee 


One of the Most Important 
Features Is That Dealing 
With the Elaborate System of 
Checks Provided on Expendi- 
ture of the City’s Money. 


One of the strongest arguments yet 
advanced in support of the new char- 
ter was that prepared and made pub- 
lic yesterday by the lawyers’ com- 
mittee of the new charter campaign 


committee. 

This committee is composed of five 
of the ablest lawyers of the city, all 
of whom are thoroughly conversant 
with the details of the proposed new 
charter, and its tremendous advantages 
over the old charter now in force. 

The committee consists of the foliow- 
ing lawyers: Messrs. Alex C. King, Lu- 
ther Z. Rosser, Edgar Watkins, C. T. 
Ladson and Charles T. Hopkins. 

One of the most important features 
of the new charter, which is dealt 
with at length by the committee, is 
that providing checks on the spending 
of the city’s money. 

Statement by Committee. 

The statement by the committee is 
as follows: 

“One of the great benefits conferred 
upon the people by the proposed char- 
ter is its checks upon the financial 
affairs of the city in the collection 
of funds; the peroy out of these funds 
and the auditing of accounts. The ex- 
isting charter under which Atlanta 
now operates contains no checks what- 
ever upon the immensely vital matter 
of the collection of Atlanta’s funds 
and the way in which they are dis- 
tributed. There being no charter re- 
quirements, a system of bookkeeping 
was installed which was a reproach to 
the city. A few years ago the great- 
est accounting firm in Amerira— 
Messrs. Haskins & Eells—examined the 
system under which Atlanta’s books 
were kept and the checks which they 
provided, and in the report officially 
made to the city, and which was quieét- 
ly pigeon-holed by it without the at- 
tention of the public being called to it 
the following comments: 

Tax Collector. 

“The only record kept in the office 
of the tax collector is a memorandum 
book which is in no way adapted to 
the purpose for which it is used. This 
book recapitulates by departments the 
collections made, but it is not *lear 
or comprehensive. In some cases one 
item in the record will represent two 
bills, and, in other cases an item will 
represent seventy-five bills.

“The city has not, therefore, a prop- 
er check on its revenue from thees

City Comptroller. 


“The comptroller labors under great 
difficulties ‘keeping the records re- 
lating to the various departments. This 
is due to the inefficient methods of ac- 
counting followed in the departments 
and to the incomplete system of de- 


partmental reports. 
Tax Assessors and Receivers. 
“The books kept in this office show 
many erasures, pencil notations and 
clerical errors. The totals of the dally 
reports made by this office to the 


comptroller differ in many instances 
from the totals of the tax collectors 
report, covering the same transactions.

“The present system of accounting 
does not extend far enough to enable 
the comptroller to keep a proper check 
on the city’s revenue 
water department.

“During the period under review 

more than a half a million dollars have 


been disbursed for which the city has{ 
not proper receipts. . . The exam- | 
ination which has been made has do f- 
veloped the fact that there are oO ppor- 
tunities, under the present system of 
accounting for diverting the city’s 
funds, of which advantage might be 
taken.” : 

In 1909, when a subcommittee was 
instructed to draft a commission form 
of charter, that committee examined 
the system and made severe charges 
with reference to it. These charges 
were taken up and deniéd by the city 
officials. As a result, the Alonzo 
Richardson Company, an impartial 
was em- 
ployed to examine the system prevail- 
ing, and in its report stateg that the 
general ledger kept by the city con- 
tained mere balances that were arbi- 
trarily entered which was the epitome 
of false bookkKeeping. Mr. Richard- 
‘son’s report, in effect, was that there 
was no adequate system of checks 
upon the financial affairs of the city 
through the system of bookkeeping. 

What the Audit Company Found. 

The American Audit Company was 

then called in, as expert accountants, 
to examine the system, and a part of 
the report of that company is as fol- 
Ows: 
, “The system by which Atlanta final- 
ly pays out her nearly three million 
dollars yearly after it has passed the 
qgoor of the comptroller and the treas- 
urer make these accounting methods 
helpless. 

“For instance, a head of a depart- 
ment has allotted to him from $100,000 
to a quarter of a million dollars a year 
tO spend for the city. In many de- 
partments the greater portion of this 
amount represents pay roll which is 
given in bulk by means of a check to 
the head of the department, and when 
the heaqg of this department indorses 
the check and goes ang gets the actual 
cash, the comptroller’s responsibility 
has ended.

“No member of the campaign committee was instrumental in .draw- 
ing the charter which was finally adopted by the legislature, but we 
can readily understand the action of our members in the legislature, 
who, believing that the eight-hour question was not germane, customary, 
or necessary to be put into a city charter, left it out of the one now 


“Our committee has no objection whatever to the eight-hour question 
being submitted to a vote of the people whenever it may be deemed ad- 
visable; but it does not belong in a charter. 

“There is nothing in the proposed new charter which will prevent 
those in authority under this charter from adopting the eight-hour law sys- 
tem, either by action of the commissioners and the new city council or 
being so directed by a vote of a majority of the people of Atlanta. 

“The members of our committee and the leaders who are advocating 
the new charter have always been very friendly to organized labor in 
Atlanta, and we believe that one of the principal reasons why’ Atlanta 
has progressed so rapidly is because the labor organizations and the busi- 
ness interests of this community have worked together for the general 
upbuilding of the city. We sincerely hope that this condition of harmony 
will continue to exist, and believe that a large part of the members of 
organized labor in this city, after they have fully considered this subject, 

‘will not allow themselves to be so misguided as to decline to approve 
a splendid new charter for Atlanta merely because it does not contain 
an eight-hour law provision, which, so far as we know, has never been

“I have just been studying the new 
charter which was proposed some time 
ago by the committee of which Judge 
George Hillyer was a member,” said 
Mayor Winn. “I notice in connection 
with it a signed statement made by 
Judge Hillyer in which he declares 
that the greatest evil itn the present 
system is that council undertakes to 
discharge both legislature and admin- 
istrative duties, and in spite of this 
fact, Judge Hillyer, who is my friend 
and an honest and honorable gentle- 
man, now invéeighs against this pro- 
posed charter, which accomplishes the 
very point for which he was contend- 
ing.” 

The mayor took occasion to severely 
rap the present system of board gZOv- 
ernment. 

“In spite of the fact that 
boards spend hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of your money,” said he, “you 
have no voice whatever in their elec. 
tion for they are elected by council. 

“The tax rate of $1.25 cannot be 
changed except by legislative author- 
ity and approval of the governor. 

“The sinking fund commission, which 
is a most important body, is retainea 
under the new charter. 

A Board of Autocrats.’ 

“Under the present charter the board 
of tax assessors is a board Of auto- 
crats. No tax payer can appeal to the 
board when his assessment is not sat- 
isfactory, but under the new charter 
an appeal may be taken to the admin- 
istrative board and the question of the 
tax assessment thoroughly  investi- 
gated. 

“There is a provision against nepot- 
ism, which is a crime and should not 
be allowed to prevail in any form of 
city government.” 

Attorney Edgar Watkins, who has 
made an exhaustive study of the char- 
ter. proposition, followeq Mayor Winn 
and declared that if every sincere and 
honest citizen of Atlanta had heard 
the speech of the mayor there would 
not be a One of them who could go 
away from the meeting opposing the 
new charter. 

“It seems that the opposition is de- 
termined to have a row,” said Mr. Wat- 
kins, “That charter separates the leg- 
islative and administrative duties and 
still they are opposed to it. No one 
man can spend a dollar of your money. 
There are checks provided for paying 
out all the city’s funds, whereas there 
are none in the present charter.” 

Attorney F. A. Quillian, former coun- 
cilman, mayor pro tem. and member 
of the bond commission, was the next 
speaker. 

Mr. Quillian dealt extensively with 
two features of the new charter which 
he considers of vast importance, the 
retention of the sinking fund commis- 
sion ang the abolition of the boards.

| sioner further postpones supplying data to an indefinite date, be- 


cause he will be busy for some time on “fertilizer bulletins.” 

* When the proposal was first made to probe the department, 
the opponents of. the movement tried to amend the enabling reso- 
lutions by specifying that the inquiry must be completed within 
ten days. Their explanation was that a protracted investigation 
would hang ‘injurious to the political aspirations of the commis- 
sioner.” The legislature, resisting sinister pressure, overwhelm- 
ingly voted down the amendment and gave the committee plenary 
powers to investigate. 

The delay has materialized, all right. But if it has interfered 
with the “political aspirations of the commissioner,” he has only 
himself to blame; he could have ended the “process of injury” 
within a few days by supplying the information the committee had 
the state’s sovereign rule to demand. The procrastination has been 
prolonged in a manner explicable only to the commissioner himself. 


Before the adjournment of the legislature,the committee asked 


100|the department for a simple statement of its receipts and expendi- 


tures and of its employees’ pay-roll. Pin this fact in your mind for 
reference when the revelations of the committee begin: The.law 
allows the department twenty-three oil and fertilizer inspectors, and 
“as many more as in the judgment of the commissioner” may be 
necessary to the proper discharge-of business, the law assuming, 
of course, that the commissioner will exercise due discretion and 
regard for the taxpayers by mniploy ie a few extra inspectors as 
emergency demands. 

The commissioner already admits 225 inspectors on the pay 
roll, Heaven only knows how many more the investigations of the 
committee will bring to light; and don’t doubt the information will 
be forthcoming, if it has to be hauled forth with a stump-puller. 

When the legislature adjourned there was no report from the 
commissioner available, despite the urgings of the committee. In- 
stead, the commissioner, whose friends had been anxious to safe- 


said he “hoped” to have a statement by September Io. 
nouncement is now made, on the direct initiative of the commis- 
sioner, that the information will be delayed several weeks more, 
since the commissioner has for some weeks been away from his 
office, and his time in the immediate future will be pre-empted by 
“fertilizer bulletins.” ' 

These serial delays indicate infallibly that radical steps must 
be taken to completely reorganize this most important department. 
Any well-conducted business in Georgia, even were its books only 
fairly kept, should have been able to supply the data asked within 
a week. On the other hand, the department requires in the neigh-| * 
borhood of two months to report—that*it must have more time to 
tell the people how it has been running their business! No keener 
evidence could be found of deep-seated, fundamental mismanage- 
ment and disorganization. 

It is openly charged that more than sian of the public money, 
intended to be applied for the direct benefit and interest of the 
farmers of the state, has been diverted te maintain a vast political 
machine; ramifying every county in Georgia; that there are hundreds 
of men on the salary and fee rolls, being paid out of this money; 
that many of them are doing absolutely nothing in return, and most 
of them practically nothing in return. It is commonly reported that 

“inspectors” are so thick in some localities that they tread on each 
others’ toes. | 

‘It was the current circulation of these rumors that induced the 
Cedar Valley Farmers’ Club, of Polk county, to Start the movement 
that resulted in the legislative investigation. The general assembly 
has given members.of this committee absolute power. Their trust 
is a sacred one, touching grave charges involving a leading state 
department. Each member of the committee is keen and cour- 
ageous. There is no danger that they can be artfully side-tracked 
from the plain path of public duty. 

The resolutions creating the committee gave it power to 
employ an expert accountant to examine the books of the depart- 
ment. If the committee finds itself continually denied a voluntary 
report from the department, it is authorized to set this unbiased 
expert to work to get the information that the state has a right to 
demand. 

Whether or not matters drift to that extreme, the personnel of 
the committee is such that the public may be assured, eventually, of 
a full ventilation of the department's management. Strangely- 
engineered “delays” cannot much longer thwart disclosures that 
will astound the farmers and the tax-payers of Georgia.

MEDICAL INSPECTION AGAIN VINDICATED. 


The summary measures taken by City Bacteriologist Claude 
Smith, and the physicians associated with him, against a possible 
spread of diphtheria in the city schools, is the most practical sort 
of reassurance of the value and efficacy of medical inspection in 
the city’s educational system. 

As a result of the quick work of the physicians, the children 
suspected of bearing contagion, and the one child actually develop- 
ing the disease, have been cared for in a manner that removes all 
‘possibility of an epidemic, or even of this especial disorder getting 
‘the suggestion of a hold. 

The vigilance that is exhibited with regard to diphtheria ap- 
plies also to every other communicable disease, no less than to ordi- 
nary defects, the correction of which means the child will not be 
handicapped from the physical standpoint. 

When it is recalled that, throughout Georgia, the estimated 
percentage of defective school children runs as high as 60 per cent, 
the incalculable value of medical inspection in the Atlanta schools 
begins to assume its real proportions. One of the happiest features 
of the system is that the child of the parent in the most moderate 
circumstances is given the same protection as the child of -the 
well-to-do parent. 

In their rounds, made at frequent and regular intervals, the 
physicians and nurses inspect every child. If there exist impair- 
ments or defects that affect the child’s efficiency, or that may de- 
velop into serious disease, warning is served on the parent, and 
prompt steps are taken. to apply a corrective. 

This is conserving the rising generation with a vengeance. The 
pity of it is that the same rigorous system should not be applied to 
every school—town, village or country—in Georgia. The Consti- 
tution will not rest content until it has brought the legislature to a

Five Cracksmen Blow Safe of 
Bank of’ Montreal by Charge 
of Nitro-Glycerin — Robbers 
Make a Successful Get-Away 
With Their Booty. — 


New Westminster, B. 9 September 
15.—-Three hundred and fifteen thou- 
sand dollars was stolen early this 


}morning from the branch of the Bank 


of Montreal in this city. 

Five robber8 entered the bank by 
the front door, broke through the thin 
metal coating of the vault, blew the 
gafe by a charge of nitro-glycerin 
and made their escape with their 
booty without being geen except by 
a Chinese caretaker. 

They probably escaped down the 
Frazier river in a launch or else by 
automobile toward Vancouver. 

There was in all $350,000 in the bank 
safes. The robbers took all they 
could carry, leaving all the silver and 
notes of small denominations as well 
as damaged $§00 and $10 bills. 

The first known of the robbery was 
when a Chinese caretaker appeared at 
the police station at 6:30 o’clock and 
gave the alarm. | 

He had been tied, but managed to 
work his bonds loose after the rob- 
bers had departed, 


It is not known just when the men } 


got into the bank, but it is presumed 
that it was some time about 4 o’clock 
this morning, for when the Chinese 
janitor arrived shortly after 4 o’clock 
to clean up, he encountereg the three 
“men and before the Chinese could 
give the alarm he was sandbagged 
and gagged and tied to a chair. 
Robbers Left $100,000, 

Then the robbets collected the gold 
and bills in the vault and left the 
building some time before 5 o’clock, 
taking’ more than a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollarg with them and leaving 
about $100,000 behind. 

That the robbers are still _in the 
vicinity is apparent by the finding of 
&@ powerful automobile stolen from T. 
J. Trap’s garage, broken down in the 
street. It is thought the safe rob- 
bers started to get away in the ma- 
Chine and then had to abandon it. 

The Chinese says he opened the 
door at the front office. He had no 
sooner set foot inside than he was 
seized by qa large man and two others 
came a minute later. 

“If you make a noise I will kill 
you,” said the larger Man, according 
to the Chinaman’s story, and the lat- 
ter did not make a sound. Two smal- 
ler men gagged him, he said, with his 
own handkerchief. They bound his 
feet and hands and took him to the 
basement, where they tied him to a 
post. It was not until two hours later 
that he managed to free himself. 

‘The Chinese ‘said he saw only the 
three men, but he believes at least two 
others were engaged in the robbery. 

Thig theory is accepted by the po- 
lice, who think at least two men act- 
ed as lookouts during the time that 
the robbery was taking place. 

It is. certain that the vault had al- 
ready been’ blown before the hour of 


} the Chinaman’s arrival, making it ap- 


pear that the robbers got in their 
work shortly after midnight for the 
theft was carried out with great care 
and precision. 

From the front door the robbers evi- 
dently had crossed the main office of 
the bank and ascended a stairway 
which led to the rooms of one of the 
glerks who usually slept in the bank. 
This young man, however, was fot 
there. and there was no person on the 
premises, 


By means of a pick the robbers tore 
away a hole through the bricks that 
compose the sides of the general vault 
and the same instrument waa used to 
break through the thin cast-iron lin- 
ing of the vault. 

The latter was not heavy and it is 
believed not more than 20 minutes’ 
work was required before the. bur- 
slarg had got into the vault in front 
Of the great steel door.

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PAULLIN INVESTIGATES 
SPREAD OF MALARIA 


Will Report to Governor on 
Conditions in Vicinity 
of Big Dam. 


Following the investigation of con- 
ditions at the big dam which has been 
built .across the river at Jackson, 
Butts county, by the Central Georgia 
Power Company, and which, it is 
charged, has resulted in an exténsive 
spread of malarial fever, Dr. J. Edgar 
Paullin, of the state board of health, 
has prepared a report which he will 
submit to Governor Smith upon the 
latter’s. return to Atlanta today. 

Dr. Paullin visited the dam at the 
request of Governor Smith, following 
an urgent appeal which was made 
upon the governor by citizens living 
in the neighborhood of the dam. 

The committee claimed that the dam 
nad caused the waters to back up and 
stagnate, resulting in the creation of 
Myriads of mosquitoes, which, it is 
claimed, have spread malarial fever 
over an area of several square miles, 
and which has resulted in a number 
of deaths. It was claimed that ten- 
ants were moving away from the 
neighborhood of the dam and that 
thousands of acres of cotton and other

Dr. Paullin made a thorough inspec- 
tion of the conditions at the dam and 
has covered the subject fully in his re- 
port to the governor. He stated Fri- 
day that he felt he should not discuss 
the report until it is made public by 
the governor.

Gov- 
ernor Shafroth, of Colorado, discussed 
the state prison law, and other re- 
forms in his. state, and Governor Tener, 
of Pennsylvania, likewise told of re- 
form movements in his state. 

“This,” he said in conclusion, “de- 
serves a better name, perhaps, than 
the governors’ conference. This is the 
ancient and amalgamated order of 
governors, the governors’ union.” 

Governors Stubbs of Kansas, Vessey 
of South Dakota, and O’Neal of Ala- 
bama, made addresses outlining re- 


forms recently adopted by their re-, 
spective states. Governor Dix follow- 
ed the first of these, delivering an ad- 
dress on taxation.

Attempted Assassination Was 
Dramatic in Extreme —Pre- 
mier’s Injury, It Is Feared, 
May Incite Anti-Jewish Out- 
breaks in South Russia. 


Kiev, Russia, September 15.—Premier 
Stolypin, who was shot down in the 
municipal theater here last night, in 
all probability will survive his wounds. 
Late tonight the surgeons announced 
that the premier’s condition was satis- 
factory. They declared no complica- 


tions were feared, and that there | 


were good hopes for his recovery: 

The following bulletin was posted at 
the hospital this evening: : 

“During the day there was IHittle 
change in M. Stolypin’s condition. His 
temperature was 98.6, pulse 82 to 989, 
and respiration 22 to 24. Despite in- 
termittent intestinal pains, the patient 
had several periods of peaceful sleep.” 

The local police believe Bogroff, the 
would-be assassin, is a political mal- 
content, and the reasons for the crime 
were his hatred for M, Stolypin, due to 
the premier’s reactionary policy. They 
fear the attempt to kill M. Stolypin is 
the first of a series of outrages plan- 
ned for the autumn and winter. 

Bogroftt Sullen and Silent. 

At his examination today Bogroff 
was sullen, and refused to give any 
information concerning the shooting.

Brigadier General of Confed- 
erate Army Was a Native 
of Augusta, Ga. 


Winston-Salem, N. C., September 16. 
General William R. Boggs, one of the 
few remaining generatg of the con- 
federacy, died today, at the home of 
hig daughter, Mrs. W. B. Taylor here. 
He was a native of Augusta, Ga., and 
was 88 years old. 

General Boggs was well last night 
and his death was sudden. 

William Roberson Boggs was gradu- 
ated from West Point in 1853. He en- 
tered the service of the confederacy in 
1861, attaining the rank of brigadier 
general. He was appointed chief .of 
the staff of the Trans-Mississippi de- 
partment of the southery army in 1863 
and served in that capacity until the 
end of the war. He married, in 1865, 
Mary Sophia, daughter of Colonel John 
Symington, U. 8. A. 

Since 1865, General Boggs hag fol- 
lowed the occupations of architect and [ 
civil engineer, and was for five years, 
professor of mechanics at the Vir- 
ginia Mechanical. College.

For more than two hours last night 
Dr. Campbell Morgan, the distinguish- 
ed English divine, held an audience 
of many hundreds at the new Baptist 
Tabernacle under the spell of his elo- 
quence the.while he related his en- 
trancing theory of “The Music of 
Life.’””’

Pathfinder. Into Atlanta 


A. A. A. Pilot Westgard Says 
That the Highways to 
Covered by Tour Will Be in 
Very Passable Shape by the 
Time the Tour Will Begin. 


By Pauj H. Bruske. 

To the music of thouands of auto- 
mobile horns, and in the escort of 
abcut 125 Atlanta motor cars, the Fian- 
ders “20” Glidden tour pathfinder, with 
Official American Automobile Associa- 
tion Pilot A. L. -Westgard on _ board, 
was welcomed to Atlanta Friday even- 
ing. 

The local demonstration was an en- 
thusiastic tribute to the record-break- 
ing feat of the pathfinding car, which 
has set many new records in the his- 
tory of America’s famous classic of 
the road. It is the first car of 20- 
horse power ever selected for the work 
of Glidden pathfinding. It is the first 
car to maintain, for even a few days, 
the same schedule which will be fol- 
lowed by the tour. It-is the first Glid- 
den pathfinder on which a lady has 
ever tuken passage. It is the first car 
to ever cover anything like 1,000 miles 
of highway in a week of mapping, de- 
tail arrangements and rsceptions along 
the route. 

The Atlanta Welcome. 

The Atlanta welcome began several 
miles from Buckhead, where a locally 
owned Flanders ‘“20,” owned by the 
E-M-F. Atlanta Company, with Harry 
Cohen at the wheel, extended the first 
glad hand. 

At Buckhead the pike was full of 
motor cars of all sizes and _ types. 
There was a: impromptu reception and 
then an E-M-F. “30,” carrying Police 
Chiefs Beavers and Rowan, led the 
van. The car carrying Mayor Winn 
followed. Then came the pathfinder 
and her faithful baggage car, also a 
Flanders ‘290,’ squad of locally 
owned Flanders came next, after which 
came the main body of Atlanta motor- 
ists, The parade entered the city 
along Peachtree street, which will also 
be the route to be followed by the 


'Glidden tourists when they arrive next 


month. .There was a short detour 
about the business section of the city, 
after which the line of march brought 
the travelers to the Piedmont, where 
they will be quartcred tonight and 
tomorrow, Pilot Westgard having de- 
cided to maintain the same schedule 
as the tour, which will also spend a 
day in Atlanta, remaining over Sunday. 
The representative of the American 
Automobile Association will also em- 
ploy the day of rest to bring his 
trip maps to date, 

Friday's run of the pathfinder was 
from Anderson, S. C., about 138 miles. 
In general the roads were reported 
good. They will be considerably bet- 
ter when the tour arrives, in the judg- 
ment of Pilot Westgard, as there are 
‘many places where grading is being 
done and ‘bridges repaired. 

An incident of the day was the stir- 
ring drive of “Pete” Kuntz, at the 
wheel of the baggage car. “Pete,” 
who has had a string of tire misfor- 
tunes on the entire trip; picked up two 
nails during the forenoon and ha@ to 
make repairs each time. About 3 
o'clock in the afternoon a rear tire 
blew out, requiring a stop 6f about 
forty minutes. The pathfinder was 
scheduled to arrive at Buckhead at 
5:30 o'clock and Kuntz was left to 
work. out his own salvation. Reports 
received late at night state that he 
took the injured tire off with his 
teeth. Be that as it may, he drove 
the last 30 miles of the trip in less 
than an hour, arriving at Buckhead, 
covered with dust, just as the parade 
was forming. 


Perfect Mechanical Score. 


As yet tire trouble has been the 
cause of the only compulsory stops 
of the entire trip ang both cars main- 
tain a perfect mechanical score. This 
will be glad news to the many tour- 
iets in the south who expect to be 
members of the big party that wil! 
leave New York for Jacksonville Oc- 
tober 14. 

The pathfinder is driven by Will H 
Soules, a prominent figure in the 
world of track racing several years 
ago, and carries, besides Pilot West- 
gard, Mrs. Westzard and Paul Hale 
Bruske, the St‘idebaker Corporation's 
contest mknager. Mrs. Westgard says 
she has-enjoyed every foot of the 
trip. The presence of the baggag2 
car enables. her to travel with as 
many comforts as she can pack into 
a steamer trunk. 

Mr. Westzard expressed. his belief 
that the Glidden tour would this year 
be the largest in the history of the 
event. He was immensely pleased 
with the enthusiasm shown by At- 
lanta. $ 

In general, Mr. Westgard. stated 
that the ‘highways which the tour 
will traverse will be in very passable 
shape at the time of the tour, 

On Sunday morning the pathfinder 
will resume her trip southward. 
Cordele or Macon will be the location 
of the night stop.

Although Outweighed 47 Pounds 
Flynn Wins Easily 


Oklahoma Giant Befuddled by 
Opponent’s Cleverness and 
Ability to Swap Blows-—Vic- 
tor Unscathed, While Van- 
quished Is Badly Battered. 


Madison Square Garden, New York, 
September 15.—Jim Flynn, the Pueblo 
fireman, fought a winning battle of 
ten terrific rounds with Carl Morris, 
the gigantic heavyweight of Oklahoma, 
at the Madison Square Garden tonight. 
At the end the Oklahoma man’s face 
was battered.to a pulp, while Flynn 
was not marked, save for a lump over 
the left eye. 

As a possible “white hope” for 
championship class recognition, Morris 
is a failure. He had~ nearly fifty 
pounds in weight* and ~5 inches in 
height over the Pueblo man, but failed 
to daze Flynn at any stage. Morris 
really had only one round, the third. 
In all others Flynn was the master. 
All through the fight Morris kept 
using his great weight and strength to 
weaken Flynn, but the latter-invaria- 
bly had the better of all the close 
work. His left hooks and jabs soon 
set the blood flying, and at times he 
was willing to take punishment to 
send back worse than he got. 

Flynn Stood Grueling. 

Morris landed many hard lefts and 
rights in every round, but Flynn seem- 
ed to be impervious to the grueling 
he got. It was the bloodiest fight ever 
seen in this city, and many of the 
spectators around the ringside were 
astonished at the stamina of both men 
which carried them at a wonderfully 
fast pace throughout. 

There was no denying the verdict of 
the onlookers as to who had won, for 
Flynn was cheered vociferously as he 
followed his seconds to the dressing 
room, while only pity was expressed 
for the western giant. 

Among the spectators in the ring- 
side boxes were Senator Frawley, au- 
thor of the present boxing law, and a 
party of friends. 

During the seventh round he shout- 
ed, “Stop it! Stop it!” to Referee Char- 
ley White, but the latter either did not 
or would not hear. ; 


The Fight By Rounds, 


Round 1—Morris hit for head, but 
missed. Morris was cautioned for 
holding. Morris sent in a right upper- 
cut and Flynn hooked left to body. 
The big man drove Flynn to the ropes, 
but Flynn came back with lefts to the 
jaw. They clinched frequently, but 
Flynn put right and left to body, with 
Morris throwing his weight on him. 
Flynn's left-hand hooks drew blood 
from Morris’ mouth. Morris in all 
landed three right-hand uppercuts be- 
fore the bell. 

Round 2—They went to close quar- 
ters again, with Flynn uppercutting 
with lefts on body and neck. Morris 
sent right and left to the body. Flynn 
tried right swing and slipped to floor. 
Again he slipped in the same way, and 
then they fought at close quarters, 
with Flynn keeping his left working 
up to the face. Morris’ right eye was 
closed at the bell. 

Round 3—Morris landed four short 
rights to head without a return. Then 
Flynn forced the big fellow to his 
knees with left and right to body and 
a right over to the jaw. Flynn kept 
working into the body with both 
hands, and Morris sent back three 
short right-hand punches to the head. 
Morris forced Flynn to the ropes at 
the bell, 


Flynn Opens Morris’ Eye. 


Round 4—Flynn, at close quarters, 
kept digging both hands to the body, 
and got over a right hook to the left 
eye. Morris laid on the smaller man, 
fighting hard for thé body and neck, 
Flynn, with a left hook and right up- 
percut opened a gash over the right 
eye. Morris forced Flynn around with 
his weight, and Flynn was bleeding 
from the mouth at the bell. Morris’ 
face was fegrfully marked up, and he 
bled profusély> 

Round 5—Morris put four lefts and 
rights to head, but Flynn hooked and 
uppercut on the body and head with 
good effect. Flynn drove two straight 
lefts to the nose. Morris held and 
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Flynn fell in close. He drove Morris 
back with two lefts and a right to the 
face. Flynn had Morris bleeding free- 
ly at the call of time, 

Round 6—Fiynn Kept tearing at the 
face with left uppercuts, and just miss- 
ed a right swing for the jaw. Morris 
landed heavy short-arm blows on the 
head and body. Then Flynn opened up 
and shot an awful right wallop, to get 
in return a hard left hook. Both of 
Morris’ eyes were almost closed when 
he went to his corner. 


Flynn Takes Punishment. 


Round 7—They fought at close range 
again, and Flynn took a lot of punish- 
ment to get in his hook, Both men 
were covered with blood from Morris’ 
face. Flynn let Morris beat him on the 
head and face, but sent back facers 
with both hands. Both men were weak 
at the bell. 

Round 8—Both men continued the 
same tactics at close quarters’. with 
Flynn having the better of the ex- 
changes. Morris forced Flynn across 
the ring, but Flynn shook him up with 
a left hook. Morris sent right and 
left to body, standing Flynn up 
straight at the gong. 

Round 93—Both tried left swings, 
without result. Morris jabbed right, 
and Flynn hooked his left to head, be- 
ing willing to take a punch in order 
to send one back. They were fighting 
hard at the bell. 

Round 10—After shaking hands, they 
exchanged heavy body .blows. Fiynn 
sent right to the jaw, and Morris 
clinched. Flynn forced matters, land- 
ing two left-hand uppercuts. Morris 
was hanging on, using his weight, but 
Fiynn Kept boring in, hooking hard 
Aefts, and they were locked in a hard 
mix-up when the gong sounded. 

The popular opinion Was that Flynn 
had won handily, and, considering the 
difference in size and weight, had 
fought a wonderfnily clever battle. 

Morris’ face was badly cut and bat- 
tered, while Flynn only showed a 
bump ever the left eye. Flynn was 
loudly cheered as he left the ring.

NEW CITY CHARTER 


A meeting was held at the old city 
hall last night by citizens who are op- 
posed to the new city charter. 

The meeting was called to order by 
C./H. Girardeau, who presided as 
chairman. ,

mostly from the Second; Ward, the 
citizens from that ward having called 
the meeting, 

In calling the meeting to order, Mr. 
Girardeau said nobody knows who 
framed the compromise charter. 

Judge George Hillyer was the first 
speaker. Judge Hillyer gave a brief 
history of old Atlanta when the char- 
ter was adopted in 1874.

The president limits himself at this 
time to the Rusby case, leaving the 
“broader issues’ developed in the con- 
jgressional inquiry for consideration 
later. His remarks in this connection 
are construed as indicating that there 
will be a serious shake-up in the ag- 
riculture department next winter as a 
result of the revelations before the 
house committee concerning the bit- 
ter internal strife in the department 
about the feud between Dr. Wiley and 
Solicitor McCabe. 

In his opinion the President exoner- 
ates Dr. Rusby from blame because he 
was ignorant of the legal limitations, 
directs reprimand for Dr. Bigelow, as- 
sistant chief of the chemistry bureau, 
and Dr. Kebler, chief of the drug lab- 
oratory, with whom Dr. Wiley was al- 
leged to have “conspired.” The per- 
sonnel board and Attorney General 
Wickersham recommended the dismis- 
gal of Rusby and Bigelow anu the re- 
duction of Kebler. 

Dr. Kebler Reprimanded. 

Dr. Kebler is ‘reprimanded for “dis- 
ingenuous conduct,” in his letter-writ- 
ing to Dr. Rusby, and the president 
says that the letters suggest a “wil- 
lingness to resort to evasion.” Dr. 
Bigelow ig held to have been “over- 
zealous.” 

Dr. Rusby is held to be as guiltless 
as Dr. Wiley in this particular mat- 
ter. A charge against him, however, 
of securing the appointment on the 
common “laborers roll” of a physician 
and expert “whom he could use to @o 
his work at a very small stipend when 
he, himself, was called away,” the 
president holds to be “not especially 
creditable.” 

The president declares that the lim- 
itation upon bureau chiefs and heads 
of departments to exact per diem com- 
pensations for the employment of ex- 
perts is a doubtful legislative policy 
and adds: 

“Here is the pure-food act, which it 
is of the highest importance to en- 
force and in respect to wh.ch the in- 
terests opposed to its anforcement are 
likely to have all the money at their 
command needed to secure the most 
effective expert evidence. The gov- 
ernment ought not to be at a disad- 
vantage in this regard and one can 
not withhold one’s sympathy with an 
earnest effort by Dr. Wiley to pay 
proper compensation and secure ex- 
pert assistance in the enforcement of 
so important a statute, certainly in 
the beginning when the questions aris- 
ing under it are of capital importance 
to the public.” 

The president's conclusions, he says, 
Were ready weeks ago, but he did not 
put them on paper because he hoped 
for a time for the report of the house 
committee. that was. investigating the 
department of agriculture. The com- 
mittee’s work was halted when con- 
gress adjourned, but will be resumed 
this fall. Practically all evidence con- 
sidered necessary has been heard and 
& yeport probably will be made when 
congress convenes in December. 

President's Letter. 

His letter reads as follows: | 

“I return herewith the papers which 
you have submitted to me in the mat-

“On May 24, 1909, the attorney gen- 
eral advised the secretary of agri- 
culture that under the act of March, 4, 
1907, (34 stat. 1280) no classified scien- 
tific investigator should receive a sal- 
ary to exceeg $9 a day. On May 29, 
1909, an order was issued putting him 
on the roll at a salary of $9 a day 
when actually employed. Dr. Rusby 
objected to this and applied to Dr. 
Kebler, chief of the drug laboratory, to 
secure a different arrangement. The 
matter seemed to have been held in 
abeyance for some time. Finally, as a 
result of conference between Dr. Keb- 
ler, Dr. Bigelow and Dr. Wiley, with 
respect to the request og Dr. Rusby 
for an increased compensation, Dr. 
Wiley said he wceuld submit to you for 
your approval an appointment of Dr. | 
Rusby at a salary at the rate of $2,000 
per “annum on the miscellaneous roli. 
Dr. Bigelow then wrote to Dr. Rusby 
under date of January 21, 1910, as 
follows:

“After you submitted to me the re- 
port of the personnel board, I asked 
the attorney general to examine it and 
give me his opinion in respect to the 
matter because it concerned the viola- 
tion of the law as interpreted by him 
in one of his opinions.

Full Defense Denied. 


“An examination of the records sat- 
isfied me that the questions had not 
been presented to the persons involved 
in such a way as to enable them to 
make full defense. They had only been 
called as witnesses, and cross-examined 
without a full understanding that they 
were under trial which might involve 
their dismissal. Accordingly I directed 
you to submit the whole record, to- 


“‘*Kebler and I took. the matter up 
with Dr. Wiley today and he said he 
would approve it if we had on record 
an understanding with you so0 we could 
not be held responsible for your receiv- 
ing an annual salary and not devoting 
your whole time to the bureau. I told 
him that if you were given an appoint- 
ment at the rate of $170 a month you 
would agree not to receive more than 
$20 a day for time actually employed. 
By that I mean the usual official day 
of 7% hours. This would be equivalent 
to 8% days a month on the average. 
I told him that if it happened your! 
work for the department amounted on 
the average to less time than that you 
would ask for leave of absence for 
sufficient time to bring it to .that 
basis.’ 

“Dr. Rusby answered this letter and 
questioned what was meant by {t. He 


letter clearly ang supposed that if he 
did not earn the entire salary he would 
not expect to recelve any more than 
was earned. 

“Meantime on Pebruary 6, Dr. Wiley 
submitted to you an appointment of 
Dr. Rusby at a salary at the rate of 
$1,600 per annum on the miscellaneous 
roll. He made the reduction after ex- 
amining the records and finding the 
of work done by Dr. usby 
You 
approved this appointment. 

Bigelow Writes Rusby. 


“after the appointment Dr. Bigelow 
wrote Dr. Rusby that he thought the 
present arrangement was better than 
he former arrangement when he was 
receiving $20 per days for. laboratory 
work and $50 a day for court work, be- 
cause he said ‘you are now assured of 
getting a certain amount each month, 
irrespective of the time spent and you 
can still so plan your work as to inter- 
fere with your regular’ duties to a min- 
imum extent.’ 

“This did not satisfy Dr. Rusby and 
he sought further information in a 
letter gated March 3, 1911, as follows: 


Rusby Not Satisfied. 


“‘Kindly recall that on my side the 
basis of compensation is not less than 
$20 per day. At that rate only eighty 
days work per year are provided for 
and that ts not time enough to satis- 
factorily perform more than the cur- 
rent port work here, leaving no time 
for examination of interstate samples, 
especially microscopic examinations or 
for attendance at court. For every 
day at court you average one day of 
preparation is required. 

““The above facts leag to the in- 
quiry, would not the salary named 
compel me to either do very much 
more than eighty days work per year 
or Otherwise fail to do the necessary 
amount of work in a satisfactory man- 
ner.’ 

“In March 4, Dr. Kebler wrote to Dr. 
Rusby, stating among other things the 
following: ‘Personally I am of the opin- 
ion that your new appointment is 
much better than the old. Under this 
appointment you can do ag little as one 
day’s work per month and get your 
salary. On the other hand if you work 
five or ten days, your salary would 
be the same per month. It seems to 
me that you have the matter largely 
in your own hande. I am satisfied that 
if you do not accept the new appoint- 
ment nothing more can be done, a 
your services, so far as our work is 
concerned, no longer be utilized mate- 


“On March 6 Dr.. Rusby wrote to Dr. 
Kebler saying that he had decided to 
accept the appointment. The nube of 
the charge by the personnel board was 
that Dr. Wiley, Dr. Kebler, Dr. Bige- 
low and Dr. Rusby in effect conspired 
to put on the record a contract for. a 
general employment of Dr. Rusby's 


ly and secretly made a contract with 
him by which he was only to do enough 


secure him a compensation of $20 a 
day and that this was done in deliber- 


gether with the opinion of the attor- 
ney general, to each one of the persons 
charged, and invite from him an 
answer. These answers were filed in 
due course, and are quite full in detai). 
The answer of Dr. Wiley specifically 
denies that he ever saw the corre- 
spondence between Dr. Kebler and Dr. 
Rusby, or that he ever consciously en- 
tered into an arrangement by which 
Dr. Rusby was, in effect, to receive 
compensation at a rate in excess of 
that prescribed by the statute as in- 
terpreted by the attorney general. The 
truth is, it appears, from the anwsers 
of Dr. Wiley, Dr. Kebler and Dr. Bige- 
low, that there had been a good many 
precedents in the department which 
seemed to justify the employment of 
Dr. Rusby at an annual salary, when 
it was not expected that his entire 
time would be taken up. 


The Remsen Board. 


“Thies was the case with respect to 
the employment of what was known 
as the msen board. That board was 
credited by order of President Roose- 
velt for the very important purpose of 
enabling the secretary of agriculture 
to have reviewed the decisions of the 
bureau of chemistry in cases where 
those decisions involved disputed tech- 
nical questions, and would, i¢ sustain- 
ed, have destroyed valuable and profit- 
able business heretofore regarded as 
lawful. In such cases it was deemed 
wise not to allow the destruction of 
what would be otherwise lawful prop- 
erty and business on the decision of 
only one expert or the head of a bu- 
reau. Accordingly, the Remsen board 
as created by a number of experts, all 
of whom were known to be engaged 
in other professional work than that 
of the reviewing board. Dr. Remsen, 
the head of the board, occupies an im- 
portant position in Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity, and that is his principal occu- 
pation. Another member, Dr. Russell 
Chittenden, of the Sheffield scientific 
school, is dean of that school, and that 
is his chief vocation. Hence, the em- 
ployment of the Remsen board at the 
rate of $2,000 a year for each member 
necessarily involved the proposition 
that such an annual salary might law- 
fully be paid without requiring labor 
of seven hours a day from each per- 
son so employed. This, the attorney 
general in his opinion intimates, is 
contrary to the statute, but in the 
agricultural department it was not 
thought to be the case. Solicitor Mc- 
Cabe, to whom I referred the question 
of precedents made in the case, replied 
that in the practice of the department 
the clause in the appropriation act of 
March 4, 1907, had been held to have 
no application, to the employment of 
experts outside of Washington. 

Calling of Experts, 

“It is necessary fully to understand 
this difference between the aititude of 
the department toward an employment 
at an annual salary of this kind, and 
the opinion of the attorney general in 
this matter, because if Dr. Wiley and 
his associates had understood that the 
$1,600 annual salary required them to 
exact from Dr. Rusby seven hours a 
day for all the work days of the year, 
then, of course, his employment must 
}have been Khown by them to be illegal, 
and, under the circumstances, to be 
only to cover for a different contract 
of employment; but if they understood, 
as seems to have been the case gener- 
ally in the agricultural department, 
that such an employment at an annual 
salary might be entered into with ex- 
perts of this kind, and only subject the

Kebler and Dr. Bigelow which prompt- 
ed a disingenuous method of squaring 
Dr. Rusby’s desire for what he thought 
was inadequate compensation which 
the contract you and Dr. Wiley were 
willing to make with him, and that 
for this Dr. Kebler and Dr. Bigelow 
should be reprimanded by you. Sw far 
as Dr. Rusby is concerned with respect 
to this particular contract, I do not 
find him at fault. For purposes of 
punishment or dismissal, I cannot 
charge him with knowledge of the 
legal difficulties involvéd in his em- 
ployment. 

“IT examined the record in this tase 
a number weeks ago, and reached the 
conclusion which I have stated here; 
but, meantime, a comniittee of the 
house of representatives deemed it 
proper to institute an investigation 
into the department of agriculture, 
and especially into the bureau of 
chemistry and its relation to the de- 
partment generally. 

“It seemed to me, under these con- 
ditions, that perhaps it was wiser for 
me to delay until the investigation 
was completed, and the report of the 
committee made.

Further con- 
sideration “satisfied that there are very 
much broader quasticns involved in 
the investigation, and the evidence 
there brought out, than in the present 
charge, which is narrow and definite, 
and can now be properly disposed of.
